A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an inten/iew with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the exanhiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The parties discussed written description for claims directed to at 
least 30 contiguous amino acid residues of SEQ ID NO:85. Applicant's representative asserts that, because the claims 
are limited to polypeptides "consisting of fragments of a disclosed polypeptide sequence, the subject matter is fully 
described. The Examiner's argue that even though Applicant has disclosed the primary structure, the fragments are not 
adequately described because the primary structure is not correlated with any function. Written description for claims 
directed to polypeptides having 90% or 95% identity with the disclosed SEQ ID NO:85 was also discussed. Again 
Applicant's representative argued that the structure of a polypeptide narrowly limited to "consisting of an amino acid 
sequence with a high degree of identity is adequately described in the specification. The Examiners' position, as 
above, is that the polypeptide is not adequately described without a description of how the claimed structure is 
correlated with the function of the claimed polypeptide. The Examiners agreed to discuss Applicant's position with a 
Practice Specialist and schedule another interview before Applicant files an amendment.
